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INTRODUCTION 


Coin-operated amusement machines have always been made to attract the public to play them. Their design should 
therefore be one that had popular appeal at the time it was made and offer value for the coin inserted. 


It is thus not surprising that for many years some members of the public have chosen to use old amusement machines as 
decorative and fun objects in their homes. They were once obtainable at ludicrously low prices and even with the increase in 
their value over recent years they are still inexpensive compared with paintings, sculptures and other objets d'art. 


In addition to those who aspire to have the occasional odd machine in their home has grown an increasing number of serious 
collectors. Their main interest may centre on a love of things mechanical, the satisfaction to be derived from restoring a 
damaged and neglected machine to its former glory or an interest in the history of the various manufacturers, so poorly 
documented, and the innovations they created. 


They have certain characteristics shared by all collectors, no matter what it is they are collecting: an interest in the collections 
of others, always comparing them with their own, a burning desire to acquire certain pieces that have so far eluded them, the 
thrill of the hunt and the feeling of triumph and elation when something highly desirable is eventually secured. 


Like so many things, this hobby first became popular in the United States. As the manufacturing giants were American and 
the first fruit machine an American invention they are thus regarded as part of America’s national heritage. The collecting and 
research in America tends to concentrate on gambling machines, the non-gambling machines they term arcade machines 
being relatively neglected. Their research ee and overlooks the fact that Europe was the cradle of the industry, at one 
time far more advanced than America, and that many innovations claimed as American had been known in Europe much 
earlier. 


The serious collection and study of amusement machines in Britain is comparatively young, the first exhibition being held in 
Sheffield in December 1974, the first large sale - by Sotherby’s - on 9th April 1975. 


Ten years later Arcadia 85 is the largest exhibition of veteran amusement machines ever assembled in Europe and is giving 
the leading British collectors a chance to display their treasures, see those of others assembled in one place and welcome the 
general public to share their delight and pleasure in these examples of mechanical entertainment. 


Everyone attending on the Saturday will also have the opportunity of buying one in what is anticipated will be the largest 
auction of these devices ever to be held in Europe. 


Few people realise the tremendous number of different amusement machines that have been manufactured. In the United 


States alone in the eight years 1932 to 1939 over 2,000 different models appeared. A comprehensive history would thus run 
to many volumes which would need a syndicate of experts to write.

In fact the 
entire 85 Catalogue deserves re-reading as it is packed with historical notes and is a work of 
reference in itself. 


For ARCADIA 87 we have kept the catalogue simple and to the point rather than repeat the 
historical notes from the previous work. For those requiring further reading on the subject of 
coin-operated amusement machines, subscription to our excellent club magazine is highly 
recommended. Published monthly, the ‘PINBALL PLAYER ’ is divided into three independent 
sections, each with a specialist editor. Thus we are able to cater for the tastes of the 
Pinballers, Slotters and Jukebox fanatics. 


The club, which has now outgrown its own name, is the PINBALL OWNERS ASSOCIATION. 
It is the only organisation of this type in the world and our membership is truly international. 


The club has held an annual Convention since it’s formation in the mid-70’s. However, in 
1985 we took the big step of opening our doors to the public and adding a large auction to the 
attractions. The event, which took place in Lancashire, was a success well beyond our 
expectations and we were encouraged to move to an even bigger venue, in central London, 
for our 1987 show. 


The auction entries represent the broadest spectrum of our hobby. There is something for 
everyone in this sale. Many items have been entered without reserves and prices will 
probably range from £5 to £500. The catalogue has been compiled using the descriptions 
supplied by the sellers of the items entéred and therefore you are advised to inspect the lots 
during the Saturday. If you wish to closely inspect, or play, any particular lot prior to the sale, 
please apply to the auctioneer’s clerk who will be holding the keys. When bidding, please 
remember that a5% buyer’s premium will apply. This means that if the hammer price is £100, 
you will be asked to pay £105. 


Over 200 lots have been entered for the sale and the auctioneer will keep the sale moving at 
quite a pace. There will be a lot of faces in front of auctioneer Kevin Gamling, himself a keen 
slotter, and the auction niceties of a wink or a nod are out. If you want to bid then raise your 
hand, stand up, call out or whatever, but make sure that he has a chance to see your bid. 


Those considering bidding for machines in the auction are advised to register with the 
auctioneer’s clerk, either during the Saturday or immediately before the auction on the 
Sunday morning. Registered bidders will have the benefit of reserved seating and will be 
saved the inconvenience of giving details to the clerk during the auction.
